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MASS MEETING! 


BERKELEY AROUSED ABOUT THE 


SAN JOAQUIN VALLEY 


RAILROAD. 


SHE 
WANTS T H E TERMINUS ON ITS 


SHORES. 


When the President of the Board of 
Trustees, M. J. Acton, called the 
public meeting to order at the Town 
Hall, on Saturday evening, the room 


was 
well filled with citizens from all 
sections of the town. 
Mr. Acton was 
unanimously chosen chairman of the 
evening, and he called upon County 
Recorder, C. H. Spear, to address 
the assembly. 


Mr. 
Spear responded in an 
effec­ 
tive and ringing speech, stating his 
confidence that from fifty to seventy- 
five thousand dollars could be raised. 
He thought all the citizens of the 
town should contribute, each accord­ 


ing 
to his ability. 
The money raised 
should l.e regarded largely as a sub­ 
sidy, for although stock in the rail­ 
road will be issued, experience has 
shown that the small owners in. rail­ 
road' 
corporations 
seldom 
reaped 
much of a return upon their invest­ 
ment. 
Subsequently he made a sug­ 
gestion to bond the town for $100,- 
000 or $150,000, construct a mole to 
deep water, and give the railroad the 
use of it for fifty years. 
This, he re­ 
garded as a business way of securing 
the terminus of the railroad for Berk­ 
eley. 
He thought the town could be 
bonded for this sum and that the peo­ 
ple would vote for it. 


C. S. Preble considered the open­ 


ing 
of the streets to deep water a 
good move, and he thought the prop­ 
erty owners ought to donate the land 
needed for the purpose, so that the 
town would be in a position to offer 
a right of way to deep water. 


Hon. George W. Haight thought 
the 
movement 
in 
favor 
of 
a 
competing 
railroad one to which 
everyone should respond very gener 
ously. 
He depreciated any state­ 
ment that subsidies were asked lor, 
or that small holders of stock would 
be frozen out. 
T o make such an as 
sertion was to throw cold water upon 
the project from the start. 
He saw 
no 
reason 
why each 
stockholder 
could not expect at least five percent, 
upon his investment. 
He thought 
fhat the natural location of the road 


is to meet the bay here. 
The partic­ 
ular front was not of so much im­ 
portance, as it would destroy 
the 
locality as a residence district. 
Berk­ 
eley 
should 
join 
with 
Oakland. 
Money is the power which will have 
the desired effect. 
Berkeley could 
add her thirty or forty thousand dol­ 
lars to Oakland's two hundred 
or 
three hundred 
thousands, and 
the 


two 
could give the terminal location. 


This would be a strong argument for 
locating the road somewhere within 
three miles along the bay. 
The out­ 
let possessed by the California and 
Nevada Railwaw was 40 feet lower 
than any other. 
So far as money 
goes, that contributed 
on the other 
side of the bay will outweigh by far 
any contribution from this side. 
But 
to use the San Francisco 
peninsular 
the entrance to the San Joaquin val­ 


ley 
must be made across the Hoi 
lister divide, which would leave out 
in the cold the lower part of the val­ 


ley, 
having many prosperous towns. 


On 
this side there are many places 


for 
a terminus, that at San Pablo 
Protrero, 
offering 
40 
fathoms 
ol 
water within a stone's throw of the 
shore. 
This would be a good loca 
tion for the freight slips, while the 
passenger ferry could be placed fur­ 
ther djwn. 


Samuel 
Heywood behoved 
that 
the te.minus must be on this side of 
the bay, and was confident that the 
location of the terminus 
in Berkeley 
would be of great benefit. He owned 
a small part of the water iront which 
he needed for the lumber yard, but 
the property could be bought an ! 
bought cheap. 
He favored doin_* 
everything to locate the terminus in 
Berkeley but iudividually would ex 
tend no aid to the road otherwise. 


Speeches were also made by Ed. 


F. 
Niehaus, W. H. Bone, H. 
H. 
Dobbin?, J. A. Boynton, Ed. Moli.ve 
and others, all urging aiding the new 
road.

E. T. Wilkes, associate minister of 
the First Unitarian'Church 
of Oak­ 
land, and Rev. E. B. Payne, minister 


of 
the First Unitarian 
Church of 


' Berkeley. 


The 
service was begun with song 
and a prayer by Rev. Willi im G. 
Eliot. 
This was followed by a short 
address from Dr. Stebbins, who said: 


'We 
have now come to a moment 
in our service when we will offer a 
prayer of consecration 
and sing [a 
sacred song in the same spirit. 
A 
laithful servant of God is here to be 
taken into the s r\ ico as a minister 


f the church. 
I have kno vn the 
candidate, 
Nicholas 
Emery 
Boyd, 
,ince he was a child. 
I know him to 
be worthy of the holy office to which 
he is about to be consecrated." 


He then gave a brief biography of 


Mr. 
Boyd and asked him to come to 
his side at the pulpit. 
Mr. Boyd ad 
\anced, and 
Dr. Stebbins laid his 
right hand on the candidate's

and uttered an eloquent 
prayer of

He referred

ordained minister addressed words of 
instruction to him. 
She closed by 
saying: 


"I do especially beseech you to 
treat with the utmost care the lan 
guage with which you speak.

not tempted to preach for applause 


of the thoughtless. 
Be not tempted 
to give Sunday amusement, although 
it may be popular. 
Your office is a 
holy one. 
From this hour you are a 
priest of a holy religion. 
We who 
stand as ministers ol the new reforma­ 
tion must not trifle with dogmas and 
creeds." 


Mrs. 
Wilkes was followed by Rev. 


E. B. Payne, who rose and said: 


"It now becomes my pleasant dutyi 
to extend to you as a duly conse­ 
crated minister of God. 
As chaplain 


of the Sailors' Home, it will become 
your sacred privilege and duty to 
send words of cheer and wisdom and 
precepts around the world by the 
ever-expanding sails of the saiiors. 


We 
hope you 
have brought your 
sword with you, for their is war rag­ 


ing, 
not only in 
China and other 
countries as between 
nations, 
but 
over all the earth—war between right 
and wrong. 
We also trust you have 
your trowel, for there is work to do. 


The 
walls of the great temple of 
heaven are not yet completed. 
God 
bless you, brother. 
We bid you wel 
come." 


A 
letter from 
Rev. Leslie W. 
Sprague, minister of the Second Uni­ 
tarian Church, was then read. 
It 
announced 
regret that he and his 
wife were unable to be present, and 
welcomed Mr. Boyd as a brother 
minister. 


Nicholas Emory Hoyd is a native' 


of the State of Maine,and was born in 


1837. 
He became a member of Dr. 
Stebbins' church in Portland, Maine, 
thirty-five years ago. 
He is a grand­ 
son of Judge Nicholas Emory, anoted 
Maine jurist. 
Mr. Boyd became in­ 
terested in moral and religious work 
many years ago 
and preached in 
Boston and Washington. 
He at­ 
tended a divinity school in,Meadville, 
Pennsylvania. 
He 
served in 
the 
army during the war of the States and 
came to California in 1867. 
He was 
placed in charge of the chapel in the 
Sailor' Home some time ago and will 
continue his labors in that institution.
